WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)

There is a possibility that the 
compromise may fail, though all prob- 
abilities are in favor of its success. 
If it should fail the throttle will be

LAST HONORS 


Ex-Marshal MacMahon's 
Obsequies. 


The Boulevards are Crowded 
by Parisians = 


Silently Watching the Great 
Cortege Pass. 


Countless Floral Offerings for 
the. Dead. 


| The Moors Preparing to Resist the Spaniards. 


Effort to Oust Von Caprivi—The Irish 
Dynamiters—South Ameri- 
can Notes. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 


PARIS, Oct. 22.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) Amid all the pomp 
of peace and war, the remains of Mar- 
shal MacMahon, ex-President of France 
and Duke of Magenta, were conveyed 
today from the Church of La Madeleine, 
where they were deposited upon their 
arrival from Cressy last. night, to 
Hotel des Invalides, the resting-place 
in death of the distinguished sons of 
France. 

By 9 o'clock this morning all the 
streets and boulevards near the Made- 
leine were crowded with people anxious 
to see the funeral. La Madeleine was 
draped with mourning-bands, present- 
ing a peculiarly sad appearance amid 
so much fete decorations. Along the 
route of the funeral procession many 
emblems of mourning were displayed. 
At 9 o’clock the coffin was placed on 
the catafalque beneath the grand 
portico of La Madeleine. 

The remains of the famous soldier 
and ex-president were viewed by a vast 
crowd. The catafalque was surrounded 
by a military guard of honor, and the 
entire route from the Madeleine to Des 
Invalides was line@ with troops. 
Countless beautiful wreaths, crosses, 
and pillars of flowers were placed upon 
and around the casket. Floral offer- 
ings were received from Queen Vic- 
toria. the Prince of Wales, Eimpéror 
William of Germany, the Russian 
Meditérranean squadron, King Hum- 
bert of Italy, the city of Milan, and a 
number of Italian officers. 

At 10:30 o'clock, distinguished person- 
ages began to arrive to participate in 
the obsequies. First came Gen. Bois- 
deffre, chief of the general staff of the 
French army, and Gen. Saussier, mili- 
tary commander of Paris, followed by 
two German attaches of the Imperial 
Embassy. Soon after, the Russian vis- 
iting officers, headed by Admiral Avel- 
lan, arrived. The next party to arrive 
was the Marquis of Dufferin, British 
Ambassador, followed by all other 
members of the diplomatic corps. The 
Streets were packed with people, all 
windows and balconies were filled, and 
every available house-top had occu- 
pants. 

A dull, long, low rolling of muffled 
military drums broke upon the air at 
11:20 and shortly afterward the troops 
presented arms all down the Rue Roy- 
ale, and the funeral cortege started on 
‘its journey headed by a group of 
priests. Behind the priests came the 
coffin, borne upon the shoulders of non- 
commissioned officers and followed by 
representatives of President Carnot, 
the Senate, Chamber of Deputies, the 
diplomatic corps and others. All male 
spectators stood bare-headed as. the 
funeral procession made its way to- 
ward the Hotel des Invalides. At the 
latter building a double line of pen- 
sioners with mourning bands around 
their arms were drawn up. 

The coffin was carried to the chapel, 
where it was received by Cardinal 
Richard, archbishop of Paris, who of- 
ficiated at the last religious ceremonies 
over the dead, which lasted fully one 
hour. At the conclusion of the relig- 
fous services the coffin was conveyed 
to the court of honor. While there M. 


.| Dupuy, the Minister of Public Instrue- 


tion, and Gen. Loizillon, the Minister 
of War, delivered stirring orations over 
the body of the veteran soldier. M. 
Dupuy, during the course of his re- 
marks, sketched the career of Marshal 
MacMahon and declared he exercised 
the powers entrusted to him with loy- 
‘alty, and he laid them aside with ex- 
emplary dignity. 

Continuing, Mr. Dupuy said: ‘‘Mar-

Sentinel from Washington, Ind., says 
that the guilty murderers of the Wrat- 
tan family are at last in the toils of 
the law. On last Saturday the grand 
jury ordered the arrest of Jamés Stone, 
who first discovered the terrible 
tragedy. 

His arrest was caused through his 
own wife, who testified that Stone, on 
the night of the murders. complained 
of a violent toothache, ard said that 
he was going to the dentist's: that “he 
did not return until a-late hour, and 
was then covered with blew ; that 
Stone maintained that the blood was 
caused by 1 bleeding tooth. On in- 
quiry it was found that no dentist had 
extracted a tooth from Stone. At first 
Stone strenuously denied everything, 


-but, being assured that clemency would 


be granted him if he made a confes- 
sion, he at midnight yielded to over- 
tures, and told a story about as follows: 

Knowing that Mrs. Wrattan kept a 
great deal of money about the house, 
her grandson, Cosby, a notorious chare 
acter in the county, planned a robbery. 
liis gang was notified of the plan, 
Their names are Lon Williams, Martin 
Yarber, William Kaiys, John W. White, 
Gipp Clark and James Stone. At the 
time of the robbery Cosby was so 
drunk that he did not reach the houss 
at all, but Stone arrived after the 
murder was committed, and, because 
he was late, the other conspirators 
wallowed him in the blood of the 
victims, and in that condition he was 
permitted to go home. - 

Stone does not know why they killed 
the Wrattan family. All the criminals, 
as mentioned above, were arrested, and 
were taken to Jeffersonville last night. 
The excitement is more intense than 
ever,-and it will be woe to the mur- 


derers if Daviess county can lay hands 
on them.

Congress Whacked With Great Vigor and 
Justice—The Army of Unemployed— 
Fairs, Parks, Punch and 
Projects.

' KANSAS CITY (Mo.,) Oct. 19, 1893.— 
The present stringency of the money 
market ‘is no joke,’’ when applied to 
the business condition of most of our 
cities today. Whether the cause of this 
direfully widespread’ condition arises 
from legislation on silver, or the lack 
of legislation on silver; from a tariff 
that. protects, or qgne that does not 
protect; from the rapid and unquestioned 
growth of power centralized in one 
branch of the national government, or 
from’ the centralization of enormous 
wealth in the hands of the few—whether 
to any, or to some of these causes, 
combined, the present paralyzation of 
business in Western cities, positively 
may be attributed, is a problem, in

The Advertising Fakir. 

As the tourist season draws near and 
people who cater to health and home- 
seekers prepare to do a little extra ad- 
vertising, the able’ advertising fakir 
swarms down upon this semi-tropical 
land from his northern wastes like a 
wolf on the fold. He is here now— 
quite numerously -here—and as aggres- 
sive asever. As usual, he is willing to 
promise anything the advertiser asks, 
and his conscience is extremely elas- 
tic when it comes to the question of | 
circulation. 


The strong point of the outside ad- 
vertising fakir is a ‘write-up.’ The 
write-up, it may be stated for the ben- 
efit of the uninitiated, is an advertis- 
ing article, generally badly written, 
poorly constructed and decidedly 
“raw.” which poses under a_ thin 
veneer as “straight reading mat- 
ter,”” but only deceives those who are 
extremely verdant in such matters. 
The advertising fakir who swoops 
down upon,thia unfortunate commun- 
ity about this tirne of the year is will- 
ing to write up anything, from a new 
church té a smallpox hospital. All is 
fish that comes to his net, and he 
generally knows [ittle or nothing about 
the subject he writes upon. Perhaps 
this is his first visit to Los Angeles, 
and yet he is often intrusted by a con- 
fiding community with the task of pre- 
senting its attractions to the world 
with the purpose of creating a favorable 
impression upon intelligent persons, 
and inducing immigration to this sec- 
tion. 

The advertising fakir has a glib 
tongue. He knows what he wants, and 
he generally succeeds in getting it. He 
sizes up a community or institution 
for about the amount that can be ex- 
tracted from ‘it, and in a majority of 
cases succeeds in getting hundreds of 
dollars, paid cash in advance, where a 
home publication would not get tens, 
and then have to call half a dozen 
times to collect the money. 


When the publication which the fakir 
represents is at length received a great 
howl goes up from the astonished and 
outraged community. For, lo and be- 
hold! the promised page of able de- 
scriptive matter, accompanied by half 
a dozen engravingsinthe “highest style 
of the art,”’ has dwindled to a meager 
column-and-a-half ‘“‘write-up,” two- 
thirds of which is platitude and the 
rest misstatements, while the artistic 
and costly engravings are represented by 
a 3x5-inch smudge, which might either 
represent one of the prominent citi- 
zens or a prize pumpkin, according to 
the interpretation which the reader 
puts upon it. There is, of course, a 
great deal of “cussing’’ in that com- 
munity for gp time. The local oygan 
fairly boils over with wrath, and asks 
the readers to contrast the honest, ink- 
stained hands of the editor, who labors 
for the good of the community, with 
the bejeweled fingers of the visiting 
fakir. This, however, does not in any 
way disturb the said fakir. He has 
already played his game in other fields 
and it takes a long time to go all 
around the United States. By the time 
he comes back to Softown the matter 
will have been forgotten, or at least 
there will be a new crop of suckers, 
and the community will be ripe for an- 
other harvest of ‘‘write-ups.’’ 


It is really astonishing that communi- 
ties and individuals should go on com- 
mitting this same mistake year after 
year. It is the more astonishing be- 
cause the public has been to a great 
extent educated in the art of advertis- 
ing of late years. So much is this the 
‘case that it is a very poor kind of ad- 
vertiser, indeed, who does not want 
full details in regard to circulation and 
also probably a cast-iron contiact giv- 
ing him a special position in the paper, 
yet when it comes to an outside and 
perhaps unknown sheet, which has no 
responsibilitie. and takes no interest 
in the community, except to gather all 
“the money it can, these same people 
will pay out hundreds of dollars in 
oash before they know what they are 
going to get. It is a queer phase of 


human nature, which can only be ex- 
plained under the old axiom that no 
man—or journal—is a prophet in his 
own country. 


Brightening Business Auguries. 

The columns of a progressive, modern 
newspaper—which means The Times— 
constitute a very fair index to the busi- 
ness condition of the city in which it is 
published.

This long list contained nearly seven 
hundred separate notices, covering al- 
most every possible want, interest or 
line of business in which men or women 
engage, from a three-line offér of labor 


‘wanted, or to dispose of, to a $100,000 


land transaction, or a half million bond 
offer. 

In the field of “display” advertising, 
our merchants showed up all over the 
paper, in a way to do credit to the big 
Chicago houses, and they lead the 
world in nervy enterprise. f 

Altogether, the last Sunday Times, 
like its predecessors, was a paper for 
Angelenos not to be ashamed of, when 
it is considered that we are away off 
here in the wild and woolly West, on 
the periphery of the republic, with 
Grover the One Time sitting on his 
throne at Washington, and the Senate 
all balled up on the currency question.

JUDGE MARCUS P. WIGGIN. 


What Hg Has to Say About Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

Judge Marcus P. Wiggin of the edi- 
torial department of the San Francisco 
Chronicle is in the city, a guest of the 
Hollenbeck Hotel. 

Yesterday, in the company of J. M. 
Crawley of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany and Col. E. E. Hewitt, formerly 
division superintendent of that com- 
pany, Judge Wiggin paid a visit to 
Port Los Angeles. He was at the 
mammoth wharf the greater part of 
the day, and as he was returning to 
the city in the evening a Times man 
had the good fortune to fall in with 
the party. 

The judge was in the best of spirits, 
but when asked by the reporter what 
he thought of Los Angeles and South- 
ern California in general, he said: “I 
have only been in this part of the 
State since Thursday—too short a time, 
I think, to gain any adequate idea of 
the great possibilities of this great sec- 
tion. I expect to be here a week and a 
half longer, and before that time ex- 
pires I believe # will be in better shape 
to tell the readers of The Times what 
I think of you.”’ 

Continuing, said Judge Wiggin: “I 
came to California in 1855, so you see 
that I am something of a pioneer, and 
I have never been out of the State 
since but once, and that was years ago, 
when I went to Oregon. Of course,” 
said the judge, “living as I do in San 
Francisco, I have always kept myself 
pretty well posted from your excellent 
newspapers on affairs in Los Angeles, 
and I know personally a number of 
your best men. I remember the late 
Judge T. K. Wilson very well, and I 
was pained to read of his sudden death. 
He was a friend of mine, and he was a 
good lawyer, and a gentleman in every 
way. When was judge in Mono 
county I held court for Judge Wilson 
on one or two occasions. Once, in par- 
ticular, I recollect, he sent for me to 
take his place on the bench to hear a 
lot of motions for new trials, and ex- 
parte matters of that kind, and while 
I was presiding over’ the court Judge 
Wilson came in and took a seat in the 
audience. I noticed that he was all 
smiles, and I suppose that he was con- 
gratulating himself on the able substi- 
tute that was in his place. It was fun 
for Judge Wilson, but it was not so 
much fun for me. 

“From what I see of you,” said the 
judge, “I think you have a splendid 
city here, and a beautiful country 
around it. Of course it is not to be 
compared with San Francisco, but I 
am frank to say that it is the second 
city in the State.”’ 

Mr. Crawley pointed out to the judge 
a rainbow over on the Cahuenga hills, 
which showed itself just at sunset, and 
as he did so, remarked that it was one 
ef the specialties of Southern Califor- 


nia. 

“That’s all right,” said Judge Wig- 
gin, ‘“‘you, down here, think you have 
got about everything a-goings but when 
you try to claim the rainbows as your 
especial. product, on behalf of the 
Northern citrus belt, I protest, for 
your rainbows are not in it compared 
‘with ours. You can brag about pump- 
kins, but do not tell us of the North 
about rainbows; we know what they 
are.”’ 

Judge Wiggin will be in the city sev- 
eral days yet, and as he said to The 
Times, will talk more at length in re- 
gard to his views of the Southern coun-

Spiritual Life. 
The Keynote of Progress Touched 
by Dr. Campbell. 


Rev. Mr. Dye Discourses on the 
Heavenly Race. 


Rev. Mr. Thomson on the Congress of Re- 
ligions—How to Live on $g00 a 
Year Explained by Mr. 
Stine. 


In the sermon on “The Natural and 
the Spiritual,’ .-preached yesterday 
morning at Simpson Methodist Epis- 
copal Tabernacle by Rev. J . W. Camp- 
bell, pastor of the First Methodist 
Episcopal Church, he touched the key- 
note of progress. 

‘“Howbeit, that was not first which is 
Spiritual, but that which is natural; 
and afterward that which is spiritual,’ 
was the language of the text, I 
Corinthians, xv, 46. 

In eloquent words, and in beautiful 
figures of speech, Dr.. Campbell. pic- 
tured a child sitting by a swiftly flow- 
ing stream, casting in pebbles and 
Sticks, and wondering, as he looked 


goes. Then, turning his eyes up 
toward the fountain-head, he wonders 
where it all comes from: and as he 
Studies still further. he wonders what 
it is composed of. Life is enveloped in 
mystery. When a little older, he feels 
the winds blowing about him, and he 
watches—the clouds sailing by, and he 
traces the course of the drops of 
moisture as they fall, until they pour 
into the great Gulf, and empty into the 
broad Atlantic. He keeps on question- 
ing. He grows up questioning. He 
looks into the starry heavens, he 
watches the moon riding on high, and 
finally he gazes at the sun itself and 
then as he finds mysteries all around 
him, wonderful mysteries, he still ques- 
tions; and he begins at last to realize 
that he must be touched by rays of 
the divine truth, if he would seek to 
understand these mysteries. 

The child stands beside its teacher 
and is shown a letter, and another let- 
ter, and still another; and the teacher 
Says: “I want you to put those let- 
ters together and form a word.” Oh, 
what a task that looks for the child. 
But by and by he can spell out his 
mother’s name, and then he can read 
words, and whole sentences. And he 
Says: “I have learned to read, but I 
want to know more. I hunger and 
thirst for knowledge.” He is not satis-

Then the child becomes a youth, and 
he goes out into the world, he visits 
the great cities. And the youth be- 
comes @ man, and he boards a mighty 
ocean steamer, and he circles the globe. 
And he comes back, perhaps, a Bayar 
Taylor, packed to the very lips wit 
knowledge, or a grand Humboldt, one 
of the powers of the earth. 

Let us take up the one subject, his- 
tory. From the very outset, we stand 
in the presence of heroes. It carries 
us back through the wars for freedom, 
through the wars of our forefathers, 
through the wars of other centuries. 
In our search for knowledge we are in 
England, and then we find earlier 
knowledge extending back to Germany, 
to Russia, to Greece, back to the “‘little- 
ness, as it would seem, of history; and 
from each stage of research we get 
just a little, and find that the fountain- 
head lies still more remote. 

What is the force that thrusts such 
men as Livingstone and Stanley out 
into the wild jungles of Africa, and 
helps them to wrest-their secrets? It 
seems to us to be the supernatural. 
Go back into the history of the church 
through the bygone centuries, and the 
Supernatural was emphasized as the 
great ruling power. 

The trend of the age is toward spir- 
itual life. Spirituality**touches every- 
thing in our present eee. There 
is never a beautiful amthem sung but 
it is sweetened by. the spirit of God. 
We cannot narrow down, or compass, 
or circumscribe, spirituality. It has its 
influence upon art, commerce, business, 
upon every phase of human life: 

We are taught that the old masters 
If the 
work of some great artist touches our 
life today, it is because he has caught 
the, divine light from above and trans- 
mitted it to canvas. It is left for us to 
develop this soul of things, this spirit 
which earlier times recognized, but 
dimly, for ‘‘Not first that which is 
spiritual, but that which is natural; 
and afterward that which is spiritual.”’ 
The first ages were those of blankest 
materialism. | 
The first Adam was exceedingly nat- 
ural. Everything ministered to appe- 
tite and bodily needs, and he fell along 
that ‘line. The second man was our 
Lord Jesus Christ: and what a con- 
trast, what a beauty to the later man. 

It is wonderful, as we study it, how 
human character is bringing out, as 
God intended it should be brought out, 
the pure, the good, the true, the beauti- 
ful. The great personality’ of Christ is 
more than, it hag ever been before. 
Jesus once“seemed mysterious; now He 
seems very near, an elder’ brother, 
into whose presence we can come and 
feel that He understands and can over- 
look all that is gross and unworthy in 
our nature. We can speak freely to 
Him, and He can bring us up to that 
refined possibility of life that is known 
only to Him. Jesus was the embodi- 
ment of refinement. He saw the beau- 
ties of nature, He spoke of the flowers, 
He seemed to have the highest sense 
of perfection. 

We begin low down in the plane of 
the natural, that God may take us up, 
step by step, into the higher beauty. 
And there are steps that none of us 
have ever taken. 

We may come to the knowledge of 
things as they are to Jesus. The same 
mountains are rising today where _he 
has walked. the same lake is there, 
and the little fishing-boat is rocking 
upon it; there are the same birds and 
the same trees—but we are not there. 
But Jesus will come down and dwell 
with us wherever we are. 

Let us receive Him into every chaps 
of our soul; let us exalt Him, and He 
will exalt us. Hé has made it possible 
for everyone to find sufficiency in Him, 
We may have loitered by the way, we 
may not have been so spiritual as we 
ought; but He is tenderly calling, and 
in the progressive unfolding of our 
lives He will lead us, and guide us, and 
give us grace.

“Again, the Christian racer must run 
with certainty. He must have a pur- 
pose. Paul says ‘I, therefore, so run. 
not as uncertainly.” H® had an aim. 
He was not gazing awkwardly around. 
Thousands are distracted in the heav- 
enly race with business, politics and 
pleasure, and- will lose a rich reward. 
These are all right in their place, but 
they must be subservient to ‘the one 
thing needful.’ ‘This one thing I do.’ 
Again, the Christian must keep his eye 
on the goal till he reaches it. ‘Forget- 
ting the things which are behind, I 
press toward the mark (goal) of the 
prize of the high calling in Christ Je- 
sus.’ At the end of the Circus Maxi- 
mas was a goal. On it was placed a 
crown or garland. Thither looked the 
racer. My text says: ‘Looking unto 
Jesus, the author and finisher of our 
faith.’ Looking to Him, we run straight. 
To plow straight, one must have a 
mark. To run straight, one must have 
a goal.

Yesterday morning the pastor, Rev. 
J. L. Thomson, preached a sermon on 
“The Congress .of Religions at Chi- 
cago,”” from the text “Peter said, of 
a truth I perceive that God is no re- 
spector of persons, but in every nation 
he that feareth Him and worketh right- 
eousiness is accepted’’—Acts x, 34-35. 

All religions have grown from the 
same root—the spiritual nature of man. 
For the first time, in the city of Chi- 
cago, these brother religions have met 
and looked at each other. They have 
shaken hands over the difficulties and 
hatreds of centuries. Many councils of 
Mohammedans, Jews, Buddhisis and 
Christians have assembled, but the 
great city of Chicago held in its midst 
the most important. council in the his- 
tory of our race—a congress of the 
world’s religions. It was shown that 
Christ and his apostles acknowledged 
and praised the faith of Romans, Tyro- 
phoenicians, Samaritans, and that no 
man could consistently call himself a 
follower of Christ who ,belittled or 
sneered at the faith of any people. 

The speaker discussed the central 
thought in ‘Brahminism, Parseeism, 
Judaism, Buddhism, Christianity and 
Mohammedanism. All religions hold 
three convictions—God, immortality 
and morality. hrist said the two great 
commandments were the basis of all 
religion. We hail the Chicago congress 
as a prophecy of the time when the re- 
ligions of the world or the denomina- 
tions of Christendom will respect the 
love one another as regiments of the 
great army fighting for God and the 
right. Christ said, “‘By this shall all 
men know you are my disciples, if ye 
care one for another.” The history of 
the Christian Church shows that Chris- 
tians have striven to be known, by 
hating one another. No church will be 
the church of the future. Each church 
is contributing something to the church 
which is to be. This is the intellectual 
age, and it will be succeeded by the 
spiritual age. Christ will never appear 
again in human form. He said “The 
spirit would, lead us into all truth and 
to show us things to come.” In the

e old Mohammedans being anxious 
to furnish a rule for every possible 
situation of life, actually prepared a 
book containing 75,000 different direc- 
tions, But it was soon found that there 
were cases arising to which no rule of 
the entire number was applicable. The 
Bible, however, follows an entirely dif- 
ferent method. Instead of giving us a 
set of fixed and inelastic rules, it lays 
down broad and eternal principles. 
And in this we see the wondrous wis- 
dom’ of its Divine Author. For the 
Bible was not meant for one age, but 
for all ages, being given to the world 
as a divine finality, and all its teach- 
i being permanent, uniform and 
uftiversal. 

The speaker then alluded to some of 
the great scriptural principles by which 
human conduct should be shaped, the 
first being the Christian’s undoubted 
right to every earthly joy and blessing. 
‘All things are yours,’’ says the apos- 
tle, and again we read that God gives 
us richly all things to enjoy. The old 
theory of Christian experience was that 
God did not give us anything to enjoy. 
Macauley states that the Puritans op- 
posed bear-baiting, not because it gave 
pain to the bear, but because it gave 
pleasure to the spectators. 

Another great principle laid down in 
the Bible for our guidance is that of 
liberty. In the clearest and strongest 
terms conceivable the Bible affirms the 
liberty of each individual Christian— 
his absolute and untrammeled right to 
judge of all his proposed actions. -It

At the English Lutheran Church Rev. 
M. H. Stine preached the third ser- 
mon of the C. E. series, from Proverbs 
xv, 16, (taking as his subject, 
Income of $500—How to Get It; Ho 
to Spend It, and Be Happy.” : 

The great question of the day is not 
how to spend, but how to get an in- 
come. All of the trouble this and 
other nations have experienced during 
the present year has not been how to 
spend money, but how to obtain it. 
The trouble has not arisen because the 
Almighty has not sent the bright sun- 
light, the early and later rain and the 
dew. Our broad and fertile acres have 
yielded bountifully, but because of a 
lack of adjustment of labor and capital 
many go hungry today. The man who 
can present a plan to solve the diffi- 
culty and get both labor and capital to 
carry out that plan will pass into his- 
tory, the benefactor of the race. 

Labor and capital are dependent on 
each other. Labor offers a service to 
capital, and capital offers a service to 
labor. Capital may form the gilded 
head, but labor forms the feet, the 
limbs, all the body besides. Perry in 
his ‘Political Economy,” well says 
“Labor consists in moving things.’ If 
you have an income of 3500, and have 
earned it by the sweat of your brow, 
or the thought of your brain, you are 
one of the great intelligent, civilizing 
forces of the land, and you have a 
right to lift your head as high as the 
capitalist. We are not here to con- 
done, but to congratulate you that you 
have so much to contribute to human 
progress. 

The fact that you have an income 
now of only $500 is no guarantee that 
it will never be more. Some of the 
richest men our country has ever 
wnokn began life as poor boys. 

You can spend an income of $500 and 
be happy. You may, in fact, be hap- 
pier with that amount and a good, 
Strong body, unvitiated by a sinful 
life, than with great treasure. It is 
surprising how far an income of $500 
will go in Los Angeles. Let me give 
you a statement:

He was taught or preached to by 
Jesus\ This produced faith, as evinced 
by his question as to what the Lord 
would have him do. This was followed 
by repentance, by three days of deep, 
peniterice. Then, as soon as Ananias 
wad sent to him, and he learned his 
duty, he was baptized. ' 

Thus, in the language of Ananias, his 
“sins were washed away:;’’ he was for- 
given for his great crime of persecut- 
ing the saints. Following this was the 
gift of the Spirit, as promised through 
Ananias.

‘CURRENCY REFORM. 


How the Dollar of the United States Could 
Rule the World. 

At the recent bankers’ convention in 
Chicago, William C. Cornwell of Buf- 
falo, N. Y., delivered an address on re- 
forming the currency in which he pro- 
posed some remedies for the situation. 
He said: 


“We detlire to place our currency 
upon a sound basis, and, while elimi- 
nating all false elements, to maintain 
sufficient volume and with a provision 
for increase and a provision for elas- 
ticity. In order to accomplish this, 
silver-purchasing must cease. 
this, it is absolutely useless to institute 
other reforms. Then our. legal 
ders, the gieenback and the treasury 
note, must be retired. This brings us 
to the question, what shall fill the gap 
thus created? There is but one an- 
swer. The present tendency in all the 
great nations of the world is toward 
bank currency. Bank currency is what 
we, too, musit depend upon. This is 
strictly in accordance with 
sequences, 

“Notes issued by properly capitalized 
and inspected banks to the extent of 
a proportion of their paid-up capital, 
and made a first lien upon their as- 
sets, not specially pledged, but held as 
general securit® have behind them the 
only true scientific basis for circula- 
tion in a country like ours—the basis 
being the product of -the energy, the 
muscle and the brain of our people. 
Trade consists in the exchange of these 
products. Banks’are the natural facil- 
ities of such exchange. They hold, in 
short, bills receivable, the representa- 
tives of the products themselves. As 
by the increase of products, trade in- 
creases, so scientifically and naturally 
there is produced in an increase of as- 
sets a larger basis for note circulation, 
The means to move the crops are fur- 
nished by the crops themselves. What 
better basis for bank notes can be 
created than these quick assets? Such 
bank notes, under regulations for daily 
redemption, modestly and automaticlly 
retire when they are not needed. 

Graft this principle na<- 
tional system. Abolish the over se- 
curity and the tax on circulation. 
Make the note secure enough, but not 
too secure. Drop the United States 
bond special security—adopt the gen- 
eral security principle which is in such 
successful operation in Canada, make 
the note first lien on all assets, includ- 
ing double liability of stockholders 
limiting its issue to a percentage of 
witha guarantee fund and 
other minor details to be arranged. 

Establish redemption agencies at 
financial centers throughout the United 
States, and let all notes be printed by 
the government as now. Under the 
general security principle the daily 
actual redemption would then become 
a fact. The operation would be the 
same as under the Canadian law. 

Would this currency meet in volume 
the requirements of the country ? 
There is no doubt about it. re- 
demption of the greenback and the 
treasury note, $700,000,000 in all, could 


be accomplished gradually, by the use—

110th meridian of longitude, and in alt 
of the Territories of Utah and Arizona; 
and such other territory as may here- 
after be decided upon. 

“To sell such news to the proprietors 
of newspapers and to exchange with 
the publishers and proprietors of news- 
papers the news gathered by its agents, 
for news gathered or possessed by the 
publishers of newspapers throughout 
the whole of the United States of 
America and other countries of the 
world; to sell to, buy from, or ex- 
change with any corporation, person or 
firm engaged in the same line of busi- 
ness as this corporation, at any place 
in the United States of America of 
other countries of the world, any news 
gathered by this corporation through 
its own officers and agents, and through 
other channels of information. 

‘“‘To make such contracts with tele- 
graph, telephone and cable owners or 
proprietors and other persons, firms or 
corporations engaged in business as 
carriers or transmitters of messages or 
communications as may be necessary 
to procure the prompt and reliable con- 
veyance or transmission of such news.”’

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MARSH-CUSSON, 


Story of a Strictly Busi- 
ness Relation 


Between Two Partners of Oppo- 
site Sexes, 


With a Weeping Wife and Child: 
in the Background. 


| 
The Wholesale Houses in This City Worked 
by a Slick New England Pair Who 
Have Left for Parts 
Unknown. 


The Sheriff is still in possession of 
the Marsh-Cusson store, on Washington 
Street, in the West End. He has a dep- 
uty in the place, by virtue of sev- 
eral attachments which were issued 
about ten days ago. : 

There is a peculiar story attached to 
this business venture in the suburbs of 
this city. Some of it was unfolded at 
the trial in Justice Bartholomew’s court 
a few days ago, wherein the firm of Ja- 
coby Bros. secured a judgment for 
$182.80 and costs against both Miss 
N. M. Marsh and her reputed $12-a-week 
clerk, A. F. Cusson. 

The judgment thus obtained is, as 
yet, unsatisfied, and the possibilities 
point very strongly to a continuance 
of the same condition. Both Cusson 
and Miss Marsh have disappeared, no 
one knowing their present whereabouts. 
Cusson’s private effects were sent tu 
San Diego several days ago, but he told 
some of the neighbors that he intended 
to open a store at Glendale. Miss 
Marsh has disappeared entirely. from 
view, but the supposition is that both 
she and Cusson went direct from here 
to San Diego, and at that point took 
a steamer for some place on the Coast. 

When the bill of goods was bought 
from Jacoby Bros., Cusson represented 
the Marsh woman as his sister. He al- 
lowed it to be understood that his own 
name was.Marsh, and that he was the 
one who was to start in business. Other 
wholesale firms were deluded in the 
same fashion. On the stand, before 
Justice Bartholemew, Cusson admitted 
that Miss Marsh was not his sister, and 
it has since been developed that she 
is not at all related to him. - 

bout August 1, last, the “West End 
Boot and Shoe Store, N. M. Marsh, 
proprietor, and A. F. Cusson, manager,” 
opened for business at No. 1217. West 
Washington street. The alleged propri- 
etor was a thin, angular young woman, 
about 25 years 4f age, who resem- 
bled more than anything else the well- 
known pictures of Boston females, so 
often depicted in Puck and othe il- 
lustrated papers. There was but one 
thing lacking—the spectacles. Evi- 
dently Miss Marsh was a ‘“‘down-East”’ 
girl, who had not wasted her life in 
Study, but had followed the example 
of many New England women, and 
early entered active business life. In 
proof of this, a cash book, in which 
the items were written by Nellie Marsh, 
under which name she. weekly debited 
herself with a small amount, plainly 
shows her shortcomings, both in pen- 
manship and grammar. 

Cusson, as he appeared at the Ja- 
coby trial, also bore an unmistakable 
New England look. His language and 
his bearing all denoted the descend- 
ant of the Puritans, but not the rigid, 
austere, religious kind talked about in 
novels. He rather resembled the sharp 
trader, who, though descended from 
g00d commercial stock, had, through 
adverse circumstances, slipped from 
the narrow path of rectitude. His 
clothes appeared shabby, and his eyes 
bore a hunted look, as if he was in con- 
stant fear of pursuit. The ravages of 
liquor had also left their indelible 
marks on his face. 

Cusson first made his appearance in 
the West End a few days before the 
store was opened. He walked into a 
neighboring grocery and asked the 
merchant to kindly pay the freight on 
about ten boxes of shoes which he said 
were coming from the East in a day 
or two. He said he had manufactured 
the shoes himself in Boston, and 
thought he would be too busy in the 
wholesale part of this city for several 
days to attend to the reception of the 
goods. The ten boxes of shoes came 
that same afternoon, while Cusson was 
absent, but there was no freight to 
pay, as each of the boxes had the 
name of Jacoby Bros. stenciled on the 
lids, and had evidently come from that 
wholesale house. In a few days three 
or four more cases of shoes. arrived 
and then Miss N. M. Marsh first put in 
her appearance. 

Before this time the neighbors all 
supposed that Cusson’s name was 
Marsh: in fact, he gave it t as Such. 
He visited the one saloon in that vicin- 
ity, but was not at all convivial in his 
habits.- He took his drinks as a matter 
of course, speaking to no one, but all 
the while evidently doing a lot of 
thinking. 

Miss Marsh, however, was all busi- 
ness. A few days after her appear- 
ance on the scene the store was ar- 
ranged and the goods unpacked. Car- 
penters were busy fixing up shelving 
and building counters. Painters were 
later employed, and these, from _ re- 
ports, are also without pay for their 
labor. <A sign was placed -over the 
door, printed matter was obtained, and 
a horse and wagon completed the out- 
fit. No one knows where the team is’ 
now, but the neighbors say the law- 
yers got it for fees. 

All this time the business men in 
the vicinity were unsuspicious. Cusson 
went to a neighboring grocery and had 
a number of articles sent to his house 
on Western avenue. He said he would 
pay for them later. The grocer still 
waits. Cusson bought sets of harness 
and two saddles frofn an innocent har- 


ness-maker on Washington stre@t, and. 


he, like the grocer, is also waiting. 
The grocer’s delivery boy came back 
from his first trip to the Cusson house 
and repcerted that the only inmates 
were a weeping woman with a small 
baby in her lap. He said there was no 
stove, in fact, no kitchen, no carpets 
or oilcloth on the floor; nothing but a 
few packing cases, which did double 
duty as receptacles for their contents 
and seats for the tenents of the semi- 
vacant house. About a week or so 
later the same boy made another de- 
livery trip and brought back the same 
report. The woman again was weep- 
ing, and the child was still in the same 
position. The house was in the\same 
unsettled condition, not a box being 
opened nor a stove yet in sight. The 
only change noticed by the grocer’s 
boy was the increased number of 
empty sardine and canned-meat cans 
in the back yard. He did discayer, 
however, that the was Mr. Chs- 
son’s wife and the child also presum- 
ably his. 
This caused a little investigation on 
the part of the grocery people and 
others. It was then discovered that 
Miss Marsh was not living at the Cus- 
sen house, ,but was boarding a few 
blocks from the store. She usually 
“showed up’ at the store about 9 
o'clock in the morning, 
came somewhat later. The horse and 
wagon appeared in front of the store 
every morning, and after being loaded 
with shoes Cusson would take the 


reins and drive away; not returning wn-"t 


til nightfall,

All this time, while suspicion began 

to grow that something was wrong in 

a business sense, no one was bold 

enough to even hint that the social re-

legitimate. In fact, even after the trial 
in Justice Baftholomew’scourt and the 
subsequent developments there is still 
nothing to show.any other attachment 
between the two than the purely pla- 
tonic sort engendered by cold business 
association. This is the more remark- 
able as usually in cases of this sort 
where there is a ‘“‘woman in it” social 
integrity is an unknown -factor. The 
fall from grace i one instance is 
usually accompanied by a correspond- 
ing drop in other directions. The 
neighbors say Miss Marsh was too 
much engrossed in business to even 
thing of such a thing as leve. 

But the greatest surprise in this curt- 
ous story of a business venture is a 
transformation scene that took, place in 
the “West End Boot and Shoe Store, 
N. M. arsh, proprietor, and A. F. 
Cusson, manager,”’ about two weeks 
ago. Between, two days the store was 
emptied ‘of its stock of shoes and .a 
lot of groceries placed there instead. 
The shoe sign disappeared from a] 
door, and another reading: ‘‘The Boston 


Grocery Store’ took its place. Then 
it was that the creditors began to 
smell -a mice,” and Miss Marsh 


promptly made an assignment, which 
terminated in the Sheriff being made 
receiver. . 

It was discovered that the enter- 
prising shoe dealers had taken the 
balance of the footwear to a man 
named Isaacs, who had, in_ return, 
given them a stock of groceries, with, 
it is reported, something to boot. These 
groceries are still in the store, but 
every day the Sheriff’s keeper in charge 
is compelled to throw out a lot of stuff 
Which has become spoilt from age. 
Numbers of cans of fruit and vege 
tables have bursted, and many of those 
still in the store are bulging out at 
both ends, and entirely unfit for use. 

Little is known of the pair’s history 
before they came here. From the ac- 
count books and stray letters found 
around the store, it seems both of them 
came here direct from Haverhill, Mass., 
and two days after setting foot in Los 
Angeles they bought the first bill of 
goods. Their intention was, no doubt, 
to buy as many bills as possible from 
the wholesale houses, get rid of the 
goods as soon as possible, and then 
leave for pastures new. They were 
discovered too soon here, or more fish 
would have come to their net. 

Cusson was formerly in business at 
Haverhill, Mass., but for several years. 
he had no rating with the commercial 
agencies. Miss Marsh was in his em- 
ploy, or at least, drew $5 or $6 weekly 
from him. The following type-written 
letter, which was evidently forwarded 
from Haverhill to this city, seems to 
indicate that in Massachusetts Cus- 
son bought goods and got rid of them 
through distant agencies on the same 
plan he attempted to work in Cali- 
fornia: 

“MINNEAPOLIS (Minn.,) Sept. 16. 

“A. F. Cusson, Haverhill, Mass.— 
Dear -Sir: Owing to the financial strin- 
gency, business in the Northwest has, 
for the past few weeks, been almost 
entirely suspended, and a large num- 
ber of the dealer? have countermanded 
their Eastern orders. New wheat is 
just._beginning to move, which 
soon start trade, and merchants that 
have countermanded will be obliged to 
order from Sit. Paul and Minneapolis 
exclusively for a time, which will en- 
able us,to unload a large amount o> 
goods this fall and winter. 

“If you have any surplus you would 
like closed out this fall, or any counter- 
mands, we would be pleased to have’ 
you send them along.’”’

NEW TURNER HALL 


| Corner-stone Laid With 


Due Ceremony. 


Street Parade and Musical and 
Literary Exercises. 


Eloquent Address by the President, 
J. Kuhrts. 


The Organization and Growth of the Turn- 
verein Outlined — Speech by e¢x- 
° Mayor Hazard—The Visiting 
Societies. 


The laying of the corner-stone of the 
new Turnverein Hall on South Main 
street was celebrated yesterday with 
imposing ceremonies. The members of 
the Turnverein and other organizations 
paraded the principal streets during 
the afternoon, after which they 
marched to the site of the new build- 
ing in course of construction. 

At about 1 o’clock people began to 
gather about the hall on South Spring 
street, Which has for anumber of years 
been the home of the organization, and 
an hour later quite a crown had 
collected. 

After a slight delay in forming the 
various companies in position the pro- 
cession started southward on Spring 
street, in two divisions. The first was 
in command ef E. C. Schnabel, grand 
marshal, with J. G. Schaefer, H. Koll, 
Theo. Friese and Robert Mosbacher as 
ands, and the second in command of 
Simon Maier, as marshall, with C. 
Cloetta, Paul Kerkow, V. H. Theobald 
and Jobn Illich as aids.

OPENING ADDRESS. 

After the people had been seated 
and the necessary arrangements had 
been made. there was an overture by 
the Riverside Band. After this had 
concluded J. Kuhrts, who was presid- 
ne. oe to the fact that the morn- 
ng weather had looked thr 
for the celebation, but 
clerk had thought differently and had 
given some nice weather for the occa- 
sion. He then proceeded to read an 
address in German, which, though by 
many not understood, was listened to 
with close attention and was liberally 
applauded. The translation of the ad- 
dress was as follows: 

“Turners and Friends of Turners:

greet sueh a number of my fellow-cit- 
izens. The great number in which they 
have turned out is a sufficient proof 
that the inhabitants of the town and its 
surroundings are in full sympathy with 
our association at this festival and on 
this occasion when we assemble here

“The German ladies especially have 
consecrated this festival by their pres, 
ence and by the abundant gifts of 
flowers which adorn it. Everything 
concurs to show us what a cordial 
Sympathy all the citizens of thé town 
feel for us, and also show that the 
Turner-Bund (Turners’ Association) 
and its institutions and principles 
stand high in the heart and estimation 
of the German people. | 

“Allow me on this occasion to give 
you a short sketch of the development 
of the German: social life, which arose 
from the foundation originally laid by 
athe pioneers of the German population 
of the city of Los Angeles. 

“The first German association was 
founded in 1859 in the old Round House, 
which stood on the very place where 
this new hall is to be constructed. The 
association was called ‘Teutonia’ and 
its purpose was to further social inter- 
course in general, and the German song 
in particular. In 1870 two associations 
were formed, the one called ‘Los Ange- 
les Turnverein,’ which became the 
pioneer of the present Turner Associa- 
tion. The other was named ‘Concordia 
Turnverein.’ So. it happened that Los 
Angeles had at this time three German 
clubs, for the old Teutonia Singing 
Club always continued to assemble in 
Henne’s brewery. As that place was 
not .a desirable one for the singers 
they united with the ‘Concordia,’ and 
the new club was baptized ‘Teutonia- 
Concordia Turn and Singing Society.’ 

“In June, 1871, at last the consolida- 
tion of all the German clubs took place, 
and gave rise to the actual ‘Turnverein 
Germania.’ ‘I trust that this name has 
only brought honor to the Germans 
who joined it. 

“At the tame time, some German 
citizens, especially Turners, founded a 
German school association. This Ger- 
man school stood at this spot, and it 
seems providential that the new hall 
will be built on ‘the Bame site where 
the first German association was 


school was established. 3 

“In 1871 the “Turnverein Germania’ 
built its first hall. This hall answered 
all purposes for fifteen years, but then 
we found out that jit would de no 
longer, and we .built a new hall. ‘Now, 


after six years, we again found that it 
became too small for our aspirations,

“The Turnverein Germania has al- 
ways been at the head of the German 
population of the city, and thereby has 
honored itself. May it always remem- 
ber this; then the day will not be re- 
stricted only to.the laying of the cor-

of all who love the German fatherland, 
and also for keeping high the standard 
for all free institutions. 

“If the old Turners of this town have 
been able to create, in the course of 
time, almost out of nothing, such a 
great association, I am positive in my 
belief that in a few years all the mod- 
ern improvements, which this hall will 
allow us to introduce, will largely con- 
tribute to increase our association in its 
numbers and its useful activity. For 
today’s laying of the corner-stone will 
be a proof that henceforth the spirit of 
the Turner assdciation will endeavor to 
stand strong and steady in its prin- 
ciples just as the foundations upon 
which we erect this building. 

“Tt will always do its best to further 
develop its activity, and for this pur- 
pote we erect this building as a temple 
to art, to joyful sociability, as a school 
for the instruction and education for 
the coming generations. 

‘May this building be an ornament to 
this city, the pride of the Turners and 
this is my 
most sincere wish.”’ ) 

It was then announced that Mayor 
Rowan. who had been expected to 
speak at this time, was unavoidably 
absent. 
The next number on the programme 
was a song by the singing section of 
the Turnverein Germania, with band 
accompaniment. 

A poem for the occasion, which had 
been written in German, was next read 
by O. Vogel. 

SPEECH OF EX-MAYOR HAZARD. 

Ex-Mayor H. T. Hazard was then in- 
troduced, and said, among other things: 
‘“‘We meet today to lay the corner-stone 
of a building erected, not alone to man’s 
gain, but for the. benefit of his physical 
development. No nation was ever 
raised to. prosperity and greatness that 
was not mindful of physical develop- 
ment. Let the building be strong inits 
construction, but let it be stronger in 
the characters of the men and women 
who go in and out from it. As the 
years go by, in its history let there 
ever be the principles of patriotism and 
liberty inculcated here. 

“When this building is erected, let 


“it be the theater of noble thoughts 


and noble inspirations.” 

The speaker observed the threatening 
clouds hovering over, and after calling 
attention to them, said he would not 
detain the people longer. 

On account of the rain, which was 
now making itself apparent, the oration 
announced to be given by Judge L. 
Gottschalk was not delivered. 

LAYING THE CORNER-STONE. 

The actual placing of the stone was 
nextin order. The corner-stone proper 
was hoisted into place, and into the 
cavity in its top was dropped the small 
lead box, which exactly fitted it. The 
cover was sealed on the box and mor- 
tar was spread about the top of the 
stone. The cap’ stone was hoisted and 
lowered into place, and the ceremonies 
connected with the stone-laying werc 
concluded. 

The stone was laid by J. Kuhrts, 
Architect, J. P. Krempel, L. Winter, 
H. Bartning, C. J. Kubach, A. Dorsch, 
and C. Leonard. In spreading the mor- 
tar Mr. Kuhrts used a silver trowel, on 
which were inscribed words in German 
script, which, when translated, were: 
“To J. Kuhrts, president of the Turn- 
verein Germania, is presented this 
trowel as a remembrance of the ccr- 
ner-stone laying October 22, 1893. Pre- 
sented by C. J. Kubach, contractor.” 

The lead box which was placed in 
the stone contained the following ar- 
ticles: List of members of Pentalpha 
Lodge No. 202 and No. 278, lodges of F. 
and A. Masons, A. and A. Scottish rite 
of Free Masonry and consistories, con- 
stitution and by-laws of the Turnverein 
Germania, list of members and officers 
of the day, copies of the Los Angeles 
Times, Herald, Sunday World, Sud 
California Post, Sud Californei, copies 
of books entitled, “Southern California 
by Dr. Joseph Kurtz; 
“Santa Monica by the Sea,” by Dr.

THE NEW BUILDING. 

The new building, which will be the 
home of the Turners, is to have a front- 
age of seventy-one feet, and a depth 
of 168 feet. It will contain a basement 
and three stories above. Thé gym- 
nasium will have a floor surface 65x95 
feet and thirty feet high. Connected 
with this will be booths and other con- 
veniences. 

The first floor will be occupied by 
stores. The second will contain a ban- 
quet hall 26x60 feet, a dancing hall 
64x86 feet and thirty feet high, with 
hardwood maple flooring and a large 
stage with scenery. This floor will 
also contain a number of ladies’ and 
gentlemen's parlors and refreshment 
rooms. The third floo will have lodge- 
rooms, and also card and billiard rooms. 

The front of the building will be of 


sandstone, the first story being of 
brownstone, and the two stories of 
Arizona redstone.
